Parks Receives 
Docter’s Degree 


Norman L. parks, dean of David 
Lipscomb College since 1934, rec- 
ieved his doctor of philosophy 
degree from Vanderbilt University 
on June 8. 

Park’s final oral examination 
took place on the preceding Sat- 
urday. This was the climax of 
years of hard work, during which 
time he has served Lipscomb as 
teacher, dean, publication sponsor, 
and in various other capacities. 

His thesis was entitled “The 
Career of John Bell of Tennessee 
in the United States House of Rep- 
|resentatives.” This dissertation was 
‘completed afer ten years of exten- 
sive research. Dean Parks plans to 


‘publish a second volume covering 


the remainder of Bell’s life. 

This summer, Parks is teaching 
Southern Geography and American 
History. He will not return to Lip- 
scomb this fall.

Parks is the second member of 
the Lipscomb faculty to acquire a 
doctor’s degree. J.R.Stroop, regis-

Former Lipscomb Professor 
Is Now Research 
Chemist 


George W. Kieffer, head of 
Lipscomb’s chemistry department, 
recently resigned from the faculty 
in order to accept an offer made by 
the Tennessee Valley Authority. 


Mr. Kieffer, who first came to 


June, 1933, is retiring to take the 
post of ‘research chemist in the 
TVA laboratories. He left June 15 
for Florence, Alabama, where he is 
|stationed at the present in indus- 
| tral research. 


While in Lipscomb, Mr. Kieffer 
| was a leading teacher on the cam- 
pus. Besides heading the chemistry 
and physics department for nine 
iyears, he was a leading religious 
worker in the school. He was teac- 
her of the Monday night Mission 
Study class for many _ years. 
Through this class, in which Mr. 
Kieffer was deeply interested, he 
reached the hearts of many stud- 
'ents in the school. Friday nights 
Mr. Kieffer took two members of 
the class and visited hospitals in 
Nashville, bringing church bulletins 
and religious tracts and pamphlets 
to the sick and invalid there. 

Mr. Kieffer’s son Marion, who 
graduated this year from Lipscomb, 
is at present enrolled in the Univer- 
sity of Tennessee. He plans to 
continue there as a student in engi- 
neering next year.

High School Increases 1O Per Cent 


TOTAL OF 164 STUDENTS ENROLL 
IN GRADES SEVEN THROUGH TWELVE 


Grammar and High School Combined Show 


Twenty Per Cent 


The high school has an approximate ten per cent increase in enrollment | 


over the entire maximum total of last year. | 
There are 164 students enrolled in the school from the seventh grade | 


through the senior year. The gram- 
mar school is way over average in 
comparison to last year. And the com- 
bined totals of the grammar and high 
school show an increase of twenty 
per cent over the grammar and high 
school enrollment of last year. 

The first classes start at 8:30 in 
keeping and in cooperation with 
the “staggered hours” plan of the 
Nashville Coach Company.

Papers Reach from Alaska to 
Puerto Rico in Large 
Mailing-List 


Twenty five hundred of last 
week’s alumni edition of the Bab- 
bler were mailed out to all the al- 
umni, regular subscriptionists, al- 
umni service men, and state and 
out-of-state high schools and col- 
leges throughout the United States, 
and some even went out of the U. 
S. boundaries. 

The main purpose of the alumni 
issue was to give out information 
to everyone, especially all alumni, 
on the homecoming and the alumni 
banquet scheduled for tomorrow 
night, Friday, November twentieth. 

The circulation of this issue cov- 
ered considerable territory. Bab- 
blers were mailed out to Alaska, to 
Puerto Rico, and from Maine to 
California. This included sending 
issues to 30 states besides Tennes- 
see, Washington, D. C., Alaska, and 
Puerto Rico. Approximately one- 
third of the issues were mailed to 
people in Tennessee. The largest 
state mailing list outside of Tennes- 
see was Alabama. 

Regularly each week 1400 Bab- 
blers are printed, and incidentally, 
Babbler editor Paul Cantrell found 
that this is the largest circulation 
in proportion to the size of the 
school that he could find evidences 
of at the Associated Collegiate Press 
convention in Chicago. Last week, 
however, 1100 more were printed, 
making a total of 2500.

L. B. Corley, well-known Nash- 


ville civic leader and business man, 


addressed the Monday morning 
chapel audience, when he gave an 
account of the life and heroic death 
of Civil War hero, Sam Davis. 

In opening: Corley stated, “I am 
not advocating war nor am I an 
old grandfather looking into the 
past.

Further he said, “Every one of 
us is a hero-worshiper—and I have 
enshrined in my heart the memory 
of a twenty-one year old boy who 
could have saved his life by pro- 
nouncing the name of some Federal 
officer, but who instead chose an 
honorable death.” 

Corley gave a graphic description 
and account of the episode of Davis’ 
life in which he was caught as a 
spy, and died the death of a martyr.

WASHINGTON CORRESPONDENT 


DRAFT EFFECTS 


Approximately 25 Per Cent Won't Be Taken Because of 
Physical Disabilities : 


WASHINGTON—(ACP)—As this is written the president is signing 
the ’teen age draft bill. Its impact will be felt at once by colleges and 


ans are 18 or 19 years old. Prospects 


for these men sum up about like this: 
Approximately 25 percent probably won’t be taken because of physical 


disabilities. 

Those already enlisted in college 
reserve training courses won’t be 
taken—they are already in the 
army, and, apparently, passage of 
the bill won’t appreciably affect 
their present status. The same goes 
for those in senior ROTC. 

Enactment of the law will prob- 
ably result in a hard drive by 
the navy to enlist 17 year olds, 
since army draft of the elder ’teen 
age youth will seriously cut into 
the navy man power potential— 
and the navy still insists upon vol- 
untary enlistment. i 


Passage of the bill does not mean 
a complete blackout of educational 
opportunity for college ’teen agers. 


Once they are in the army, these 
men, as well as all other 18 and 19 
year olds who are drafted, will be 
eligible to take aptitude and intell- 
igence tests to determine wheher 
they may return to college for tech- 
nical and scientific training. 


Past education, apparently, will be 
considered to include “qualities of 
leadership, military ability and ap- 
titude for more education” as re- 
flected in examination results. 


According to Representative 
Sparkman, Democrat, of Alabama, 
the army will send more men back 
to colleges than it actually needs for 
its own purposes. These extra men 
would be assigned to industrial jobs. 


Sparkman points out that the 
army plan calls for training periods 
of varying length, from 9 to 27 
months. Principal courses would be 
medical and pre-medical courses, 
engineering and science. Those men 
in college whose abilities and inter- 
ests lie in the arts, fine and other- 
wise ,are going to be at a disadvan- 
tage.

The second course in popularity 
is liberal arts, capturing the atten- 
tion of twenty-eight freshmen and 
seventeen seniors.

LIBRARY CLOCK 
GIVEN BY JACOB 


Clock Is Big Help to Students 
Who Want to Know 
The Time

Everyone has probably by this 
time sensed something different 
about the library in the past two 
weeks. A clock has been added. 

You need no longer punch your 
next door neighbor to find just how 
long it is before the bell will ring, 
nor need you run all over the li- 
brary to find the time when you 
are checking out an hour reserve 
book. There the time is, right be- 
fore you. 

The clock is a gift to the library 
from Alexander Jacob, who was 
born in Bienne, Switzerland in 1862 
in the canton of Bern. It was there 
that he learned the business of 
watchmaking. 

In the year 1883 Jacob came to 
the United States to work in the 
Elgin watch factory at Elgin, Illi- 
mois. He stayed there for| eight 
years after which he moved to 
Wheaton, Illinois and was in busi- 
ness for himself from the year 1891 
to 1900. He then came to Nashville 
in 1900 and set up business for him- 
self where he has been until the 
present time. 

The clock which he contributed 
to the library is of Swiss make and 
pin-regulated. It was sent to Nash- 
ville for the Tennessee Centennial 
Exposition in 1897. Later Jacob 
bought it and hung it in his shop 
where it stayed for the next forty 
years. The clock was originally 
meant for a wall clock but before 
it was placed in the library Charles 
R. Brewer, Lipscomb’s clock-expert, 
made the case in which it now 
hangs. 

It was through Brewer’s interest 
in clocks that he came in contact 
with Jacob and it was through 


‘Brewer that Jacob gave the clock 
ifor the library.

Of Mission Work

Lecture Series Week 
On Friday Night 


Patriarch Closes 
Highly Successful 
Run of Lectures 


The 1943 lecture week closed 
Friday night, January 29, with T. 
Q. Martin’s address, “At Kadesh- 
barnea.” 

The general theme of the week 
was “The Work of the Church in 
a World at War.’ The first phase 
of this was discussed Monday morn- 
ing by A. R. Holton who spoke on 
“The Dangers of Upheaval.” He took 
the references given in Hebrews, 
Revelations and I Peter to explain 
these dangers and suggest a plan by 
which one may overcome them. 

“The Effect of War on Homes” 
was T. H. Kennedy’s subject on 
Monday night. He discussed the 
effects concerning stability, health, 


income, housing, _demoralization, 
and delinquency of children in 
home life. 


Tuesday morning Willard Col- 
lins based his discussion of “The 
Effects of War on Church Atten- 
dance” on the answers that fifty- 
seven churches gave to a question- 
naire. He suggested that“when the 
war is at its worst, the church must 
be at its best.” 


I. A. Douhitt’s subject on Tuesday 
night was “Maintaining the Home,” 
a discussion of the integrity of the 
Christian home in a world at war. 

Because of unfavorable weather 
conditions, B. F. Harding could not 
be here Wednesday mornig and 
Frak Pack lectured in his place. The 
high point of his talk was “Good- 
ness cannot be taught, it must be 
caught.” 


Wednesday night Don Morris lec- 
tured on “The College and the 
Home.” He impressed the thought 
that in these perilous times we 
should strengthen our Christian 
homes and schools. 


A. .E Emmons spoke on “Main- 
taining Sound Doctrie in a World 
at War,’ Thursday morning. He 
emphasized the basis of sound and 
thorough teaching as well as the 
problems and their possible solu- 
tions. 


“The Christian Answer” was 
George S. Benson’s theme Thursday 
night. He compared the results of 
moral conditions following the first 
world war with the prospective 
problems confronting us and offered 
as a solution that we hold fast to 
our faith, live more Godly lives, 
provide more, efficient preachers, 
work in our own community and 
preach the gospel abroad after this 
War. 

H. H. Adamson lectured on “The 
Ancient Virtues,” Friday morning. 
He emphasized the individual’s du- 
ty and the church’s duty. 

Friday night, T. Q. Martin spoke 
on “At Kadesh-barnea.” He said that 
the church is today at a Kadesh- 
barnea and that it must work to 
make progress. 

Friday afternoon, Marshall Kee- 
ble delivered a talk on “What this 
War Means to Me.” He impressed 
upon the minds the importance of 
giving praise to whom praise is due 
while they live.

As Topic of Address 


Speaker Treats 
American Status; 
Christian Answer 


George S. Benson, president of 
Harding College in Searcy, Arkan- 
sas, spoke on the subjecet “Our 
Answer” last Thursday evening. 
This lecture took the place of the 
usual prayer meeting. 

Mr. Benson presented first his 
analysis of America’s status in the 
war and the conditions she must 
face after the conflict has ended. 

Then the question came “What 
should be our answer as Christians?” 
There is one hope—“not jin the 
size of armies and navies but the 
good hand of God upon us.” “Right- 
eousness exaulteth a nation; but sin 
is a reproach on any people,” he 
quoted, and, “Blessed is the nation 
whose God is Jehovah. 

The answer of (Christians, the 
salt of the earth and the light of the 
world, he urged must be this—“To 
hold fast to our own individual 
faith, to live more godly and prayer- 
ful lives, to teach our children the 
way of the Lord with more devot- 
ion, to work with more zeal and 
increase godliness in our own com- 
munities, to provide more and 
better-trained preachers, to make 
effective plans now to preach the 
gospel abroad after the war.” To 
do this will require self-reliance, 
love, self-control and unselfishness.

“Seek 
ye first the kingdom of God and 
His righteousness and all these 
things shall be added unto you.”

Paradoxical though it may seem, 
I believe that one of the strongest 


words in any language is the word 
surrender. 


This word contains the very heart 
of Christianity. It is the gist of all 
that God has done for man and 
the sum of all he asks of man. The 
symbol of both God’s surrender and 
man’s surrender is the cross. On 
the cross of Calvary was climaxed 
God’s surrender and on the cross 
of self-denial man completes his 
surrender. 


Jesus made the cross the gate of 
life. “I came that ye might have 
life.” “I am the way, the truth, and 
the life.” “If any man would come 
after me let him deny himself, take 
up his cross and follow me.” 

No better example of courageous 
surrender could be found than Saul 


|of Tarsus on the road to Damascus, 


who when he found he had been 
wrong, courageously surrendered 
and said, “Lord, what wilt thou 
have me to do?” 

It is never a sign of strength to 
stubbornly refuse to give up when 
found wrong, nor is it a mark of 
sober thinking to “hold out” for 
some trivial matter of personal 
whim when a greater cause is at 
stake. 

As Christians we have lost our 
meager lives that we might find a 
fuller, richer life. As Americans we 
have surrendered some freedom in 
order that we might have a great- 
er freedom. And as students, we 
must be willing to give up many 
of our personal fancies and even 
some liberty for the greater cause 
of an orderly campus. 

So whether it be to our God, our 
country, or our school, if it is for a

Food Rationing? 
Lipscombites 
Masticate Much 


How would you like to break 63,900 eggso 


i i imatel 
elieve it or not, approximately that 
ees eggs are broken at Lipscomb during 
the nine school months each year. What q 
job! But that is just the beginning. 


It will take 355 hens, laying an egg every 
other day, a year to lay these eggs. Before 
the hens can lay the eggs they have to be 
fed (every day) and the corn has to be 
raised that they eat and it has to pe 
planted. .. well, let's not turn up-.our na 
at eggs the next time they are placed before 
us, considering the difficulty it took for them 
to reach us. 

But we don’t live on eggs alone here at 
Lipscomb. Just the small glass of fruit 
juice that is served for breakfast each 
morning would equal 1,300 gallons or thirteen 
barrels in nine months. Coffee would 
amount to approximately 750 pounds. digs 
scomb hasn’t been hoarding either.) 


Have you thought about the milk? y 
would take one man nearly a month of 
milking night and day to obtain our milk 
supply, considering he averaged a gallon 
every five minutes (that is if the cow doesn’t 
kick.) If you care to figure that you can 
but for those who don’t, it would give near 
7,560 gallons of milk used in nine months 


Bread reaches surprising quantities also, 
Approximately 117,360 rolls and 200,800 slices 
of bread (what a pile of dough) are used. 


Would you like to do “KP” and have to 
peel that 21,600 pounds of Irish potatoes or 
18,360 pounds of sweet potatoes? 


Lipscomb students still have bacon and 
sugar too. However, sausage has taken the 
place of bacon in lots of breakfasts. Twenty 
pounds of bacon are needed for breakfast 
one morning while 35 pounds of sausage are 
used for one meal. 


For one single day the following amounts 
were used: Breakfast—six gallons of pine- 
apple juice, three pounds of coffee, 20 dozen 
eggs, three gallons of preserves, two and one 
half gallons of flour, six pounds of lard, 20 
loaves of bread, 12 boxes of cereal, and 10 
gallons of milk. 


Lunch—60 pints of oysters, five pounds of 
butter, eight quarts of peanut butter, one 
half gallon of jam, one half gallon salad 
dressing, three huge boxes of crackers, 20 
loaves of bread and 10 gallons of milk. 


Dinner—50 pounds of steak, 12 cans of 
spinach, 100 pounds of Irish potatoes, three 
gallons of pickles, 10 cans of fruit cocktail, 
10 gallons of milk and 40 dozen rolls. 


Other orders for a single meal are one 
case tuna fish, 35 pounds of fish, eight gal- 
lons of prunes, two bushels of green beans, 
35 pounds liver, 8 gallons pineapple, 50 
pounds of cabbage, 80 pounds of chicken, 


35 pies, 10 gallons of tomatoes and 24 pounds 
of apples. 


In view of the foregoing facts and figures, 
let us realize we are at war and be thankful 
for the abundance we have.

Lee Says Christian Education Is Not Impossible 


Minister at Athens. Alab 
Speaks for Christian pea 


"Need for Christian 
Elementary Schools 


Most spiritually minded people 
will agree that it would be fine if 
their children were trained by 
Christians who were free to teach 
the Bible as well as the secular sub- 
jects, but only a small portion of 
these people have made any effort 
to make this possible. In fact, it is 
often assumed thas this is impos- 
sible. It is not impossible, and we 
hope to demonstrate this in estab- 
lishing and continuing the Bible 
school at Athens, Alabama. 

The situation is far from ideal in 
the public schools of the nation, but 
it is as we might expect. We have 
no reason to hope that a public 
institution will promote the teach- 
ings of the New Testament. Many 
teachers are irreligious and mod- 
ernistic while most of the rest are 
in religious error. The little that 
may be said in class about the Bi- 
ble is likely to be wrong. A very 
small portion of the teachers are 
Christians, and they are forbidden 
to teach the Bible in school. It is 
serious that the Bible is left out, 
but the seriousness of the situation 
is often further emphasized by the 
negative influence that is brought 
to bear upon the students. They are 
encouraged to dance, taught evo- 
lution, encouraged to be what the 
world calls “liberal” in religion; 
etc. Brethren in general recognize 
these accusations as being true. 
Some communities suffer more than 
others from these evil influences, 
but they are felt to some degree 
in about every county of the nation. 

Some few people have done a 
great work in building up a few 
colleges where young men and 
young women may be taught the 
Bible and other subjects by Chris- 
tians. Those schools have demon- 
strated their opportunities for ser- 
vice, and more and more people 
are being convinced of their value. 
I hope that more such colleges may 
be established. 

The arguments in favor of Chris- 
tian colleges are also arguments 
in favor of Christian high schools 
and elementary schools. I am con- 
vinced that the need for these 
Christian high schools and elemen- 
tary schools is even greater than 
for the colleges. Only a compara- 
tively few people ever attend col- 
lege, and only a small portion of 
those who do have any desire to 
attend a college where the Bible is 
taught and where the teachers are 
Christians. Many children from the 
homes of church members are lost 
to the church by the time they are 
through high school. 

The child is more plastic in the 
elementary and high school age 
than in the college age. Why not 
give Christian training at the age 
when he gladly accepts it and when 
his course in life is almost certainly 
being determined? We know the 
claim of certain religious groups 
that if they can have a child 
through those first tender years 
they have him for life. Having 
learned this, the Catholics and 
others train their own children. If 
they can train their children in 
their doctrine, we can train ours 
in the doctrine of Christ. 

The Bible School at Athens, Ala- 
bama is to open next fall in a 
two-story dwelling which has been 
bought and is being prepared for 
use as a school house. The money 
for the establishment of this school 
1s not being taken from the treas-

educate their children. Most of the 
teachers wil] preach as well as 
teach and will receive part of their 
Personal support from the churches 
with which they labor. We are not 
asking funds from any Section other 
than the section to be served by 
the school. We want to prove that 
it is possible for other sections 
where the church is established to 
have their own Schools where the 


Bible can be taught freely to their 
children. 


_One thing that is making pos- 
sible the establishment of this 
school is the fact that for several 
years Bennie Lee Fudge, A. J. Rol- 
lings, and others have been talking 
the need in the country. Several 
high school students from here have 
gone to Dasher Bible School at Val- 
dosta, Georgia. The parents and 
friends of these young people are 
now convinced more than ever of 
the need of such a school here. 
The effort to raise funds for the 
school has met with encouragement. 
The prospects for a good enroll- 
ment are bright. It is already evi- 
dent that it will be possible to get 
a good faculty. We are convinced 
that the three dollars per month 
tuition and gifts will take care of 
the running expenses and supple- 
ment the support of the teachers.

willing to work while others eat. 
It might also be added, willing to 
work while others sleep for their 
work begins at 6:30 in the morn- 
ing. 

Lipscomb students also furnish 
secretaries for nearly all the tea- 
chers here. Hours worked in offices 
rank next to the hours worked in 
the dining hall. Experience, as well 
as work credit, goes to these stu- 
dents who earn approximately $110 
in a week’s time as typists, book- 
keepers, or other office work. 

The boys at Lipscomb are not 
ashamed to wear overalls and work 
shirts and keep the halls and 
schoolrooms clean. A total of $78.50 
is earned each week by boys doing 
janitorial work. 

Nearly 125 hours of work are done 
in the machine and print shop at 
Lipscomb. In the print shop the 
weekly Babbler, the annual edition 
of the Backlog, and school bulletins 
are published. 

Lipscomb also has its own tele- 
phone system. Approximately 130 
hours are worked here by Lip- 
scomb’s own students as telephone 
operators each week. 

Students interested in library 
work can find experience in this 
kind of work in Lipscomb’s library. 
To these girls goes $30 each week 
for 114 hours of work. 

School boys also serve as night- 
watchmen. To those that make the 
nightly rounds on the campus goes 
$15.25 for 60 hours of work. 

$14.25 is earned by the girls who 
act as hostesses in the girls’ dor- 
mitory. These girls are always read- 
y to meet visitors, answer tele- 
phones and do other miscellaneaous 
tasks. 

Laboratory assistants in the bi- 
ology, chemistry and physics labs 
receive abont $17.50 a week. 

Working students at Lipscomb are 
‘considered a part of its staff and 


they carry on work in a business- 
like manner. It is considered 
an honor to be a working student 
and personality points, as well as 
grades, are given to each person 
having a working contract. 


Fellow schoolmates, especially, let 
me make this point very clear— 
life is affected early by thought.

The annual eighth district basket. 
ball tournament was completed last

The Lipscomb Mustangs succeedeq 
in winning their first game from 
North but lost in the second round 
to the top-seeded East Eagles. The 
Mustangs presented one of the 
weakest teams in recent years. In 
the 1942 tourney the Lipscomb boys 
advanced to the semi-final round 
where they lost to the Father Ryan 
Panthers who ultimately gained the 
title.

The 
greatest handicap throughout the 
whole season was inexperience ang 
the Lipscombites were no match for 
their stronger, more experienced 
foes in most of their games. 

The first tournament game was 
against North and the Mustangs 
gained a hard-fought, close victory 
over the Rebels, 36-35. The two 
teams had split a pair of games 
during the seascn and were evenly 
matched. Douglas Lawson and the 
captain, George McIntosh, were the 
standout performers in this game. 
The North boys led throughout the 
major part of the tussle and the last 
few minutes of the game were 
packed with thrills as the Mustangs 
made a strong rally. 

In the second game the Mustangs 
were completely outclassed by the 
Eagles as the East subs played a 
large part of the game. The final 
score was 60-26. Brown Clunan gave 
a fine defensive peformance in 
guarding the league’s high scorer, 
James Stone. Doug Lawson topped 
the Mustangs with 16 points.

We 
find that sometimes things “pay in 
the long-run” but too few of us are 
willing to accept that. We had 
rather take the cash and let the 
credit go. We say worry about the 
future only when the future arrives, 
but such is not always best. 

Paul said in writing to the Corin- 
thians (I Cor. 13:13) “Now abideth 
faith, hope and love, but the great- 
est of these is love.” Here are some 
values that were, are, and will be 
They are lasting values. We count 
on them day after day. The apostle 
said “Now abideth.” “They are yet,” 
in other words. We today cannot 
Say “now abideth” about many 
things. We think of beauty, joy 
planning, but they soon fade aoa 
fail. Sometimes we ask ourselves 
the question. “What is it that we 
can hold to?” So much of what we 
have and are holding to, will fail us, 


will prove to be worthless. How, 


then shall we know? We answer 

by saying accept God, do what he 

says, hold to what he offers, and 

we can not and will not fail.

Nine of Lipscomb’s versatile faculty are 
primarily vegetarians. 

This conclusion is reached by the study of 
two premises: 

Premise one: They raise gardens, 

Premise two: Vegetables grow in gardens. 

Four of the teachers are cultivating gar. 
dens in the faculty garden which is located 
on the campus beyond the football field in 
the extreme southwest corner. The other 
four have off-the-campus gardens. 

Miss Draper, J. E. Wiser, J. S. Batey, and 
J. R. Stroop are functioning in the faculty 
garden. Miss Draper has Irish potatoes, corn 
and sweet potatoes in the school garden and 
in a garden at her home she grows all the 
vegetables usually found in gardens with 
more tomatoes than anything else because 
she likes tomato juice. Along with these she 
has strawberries, fruit trees and flowers. The 
flowers are mostly perennials but the most 
outstanding feature is the gladiolas and 
peonies that won’t bloom. 

J. E. Wiser has in his garden everything 
that grows in a garden from johnson grass 
to beans. He has no favorite vegetable and 
gardening is not his hobby but purely a mat- 
\ter of living. He likes flowers but thinks it 
is more important to grow food this year. 

J. S. Batey has potatoes and corn ‘in the 
school garden and all the other vegetables in 
a garden at home. His favorite vegetables are 
tomatoes and green peas and growing any 
kind of plants is his hobby.

Twenty-two years ago last week, 


y Publication in 1935 
nsor, Peary Evans, Editor 


April, 1921, students of David Lip- 


scomb College first pubished a college newspaper. It was then known as 


the Havalind Acts, an apellation tak 
buildings that were here then— 
Harding Hall, Avalon Home, the 
girls’ dormitory, Lindsey Hall for 
boys. 


Two years later, in 1920, H. Leo 
Boles, then president of the college, 
renamed the publication The Bab- 
bler. Boles picked the name from 
a passage in the Bible, Acts 17:18, 
“What would this babbler say?” 


At that time the Babbler only 
came out occasionally, semi-monthly 
at the most. In the Bible passage 
the babbler refers to a small bird, 
a tiny seedpecker. As the passage 
refers, Paul was but a small seed- 
pecker to the Athenians, and like- 
wise was the Babbler but a small 
insignificant newspaper in compari- 
son to larger college publications. 


In.the late 1920’s and early 1930’s 
the Babbler was not publshed, but 
with the return of Dean Norman L. 
Parks to the campus, the paper 
started functioning again. Under the 
skilled journalistic leadership of 
Parks, the Babbler began weekly 
publication in 1935. Mary Ellen 
Evans was editor that year. 


Since that time the Babbler has 
‘grown—grown in circulation, in 
journalistic style, and in importance 
to the school. 


On the present editor’s trip to the 
Associated Collegiate Press Conven- 
tion in Chicago lat year, he found | 
that the Babbler’s circulation, in 
proportion to the enrollment of the 
college, was the largest in the 

entire United States. 


He also found that in no other 
schools of the ACP were bound 
copies of the school’s paper issued 
at the end of the year, except by 
the Babbler at David Lipscomb. 


The writing and publishing of the | 


weekly Babbler is the primary pur- 
pose and job of the Press Club, and 
the present day Babbler is the cul- 
mination of previous Press Club’s | 
and Babbler staff's work and 
dreams. All of the printing work is 
done here at the school in the 
school’s print shop in Elam Hall. 


Most of the equipment for this 
print shop has been bought and 
added to the printing department 
by the efforts and drives of the 
_Press Club. The cylinder press in 
1936, and the linotype machine, 
with aid from the school and the 
Backlog, in ’39 are the two largest and 
most important added in this way. 


All of the linotyping, make-up, 
and printing are done in the shop, | 
under the direction of E. B. Wood- 
roof, E. B. Kuykendall and the edi- | 
tor.
